Wes hoxwd the 
Iriſh Army retreated , and the Engliſh 
were come towards 7: Jrog b dah ; we knew 
King Fames's deſign was to avoid a Battel 
as much as he could, and to have walked 
the Engiith Army along the Bome River, 
and fo crofs the Country to Limrick ; but 
this day we were told from the Camp, 
ihar the Enemy ſeem'd to preſs towards 
Dublin, and King fames was reſolved to 
defend ir, and rt} at therefore they thonghe 
he could not be able to keep off a Barrie 
above len days. 

On Sunday the Iriſh came on this ſide 
the Boine ; and King 7 j ames, as it ſhould 
ſeem, diftruſting the 1lue, Sir Pat. Trent, 
Firſt "Commiſſioner of the Revenue, and 
another Gentleman, were ordered to go 
from kence on Monday Morning to #ater- 
fcrd to prepare Ships. 

On Monday the laft of F«ne, The En- 
gift Army having had very little Reſt or 

{tnals, drew to the Boine ; Lieurenang 
co Dowglars Horſe were ordered to 
poit themſelves at a Ford near Droghedab, 
von a rifing Ground, over againſt a Bat- 
trery of the Iriſh of 6 Guns, guarded by a 
Party of their Horſe. Here the Engliſh 
ſtood the ſhot of the Enemy, every Man 
on foot by his Horfe ſeveral Hours, while
